THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 

FOLLOWING a phenomenal fall and holiday 
season, the activity of the booktrade since the 
new year has been normal rather than spec- 
tacular, at least so far as the retail branch is 
concerned. We doubt whether there has ever 
been such a complete clearing out of stock in 
the large cities as there was during the De- 
cember and January months, or what may be 
broadly called the winter season. Early in 
January the wide-awake dealer began to pre- 
pare for the Valentine season, which this year 
saw the biggest trade in this line ever known. 
Never before have sales been so large, and 
never before has there been such a demand 
for the better grades. Indeed, so active was 
the advance demand for Valentines that a 
number of manufacturers and jobbers were 
obliged to notify their customers early in 
February that they could accept no more or- 
ders. There was virtually no carry-over stock 
—one manufacturer being so confident of the 
selling quality of his goods that he offered 
to take back any unsold lots of his line, an 
offer he was not called upon to make good. 
Apparently, Valentine is becoming a more and 
more popular saint each season, a fact which 
those who were slow in recognizing should 
note for future guidance. 

Much of the activity of the Valentine trade 
seems to have been due to the increasing de- 
mend for post cards, the output of which is 
reported to run into the millions—one author- 
ity placing it at a billion a year. This is per- 
haps an extravagant statement; yet, when it 
is considered that one dealer alone disposed of 
25,000 Valentine cards in a month—from the 


middle of January to the middle of February— 
the aggregate must be stupendous. Further- 
more, it seems now as though the post-card 
would form a considerable factor all the year 
round for some time to come, and the dealer 
who is alert enough to take advantage of 
locality and season, and make 2n effective dis- 
play, will reap a rich reward for his efforts. 

The Easter season, which is almost upon us, 
also promises to be a busy one, offering a 
larger scope for the bookseller than the 
Thanksgiving and Valentine seasons. 

As for the publishers they seem to have 
been busier than ever—482 firms having al- 
ready published upwards of 1500 books since 
January, as against less than a thousand books 
brought out during the same period last year 
by 427 publishing houses. Of course, last 
year the printer’s strike interfered with con- 
siderable of the early productivity of the pub- 
lishers; nevertheless the showing this year is 
extraordinary and gives evidence of a heavy 
spring and summer trade. 

The announcements given elsewhere show 
that almost all the publishers have stepped 
beyond their normal boundaries, and are cov- 
ering many departments of literature in the 
keoks for which they have contracted. 

In spite of all the year has brought of views 
that fiction is on the wane, partly because the 
taste of the reader has improved, partly be- 
cause new good fiction is of too high price to 
be popular, fiction still holds its own, and the 
novels already issued and those promised do 
much to swell our Spring Announcement list. 
As far as novels have come to hand, they 
prove to be of higher quality than those of the 
past two seasons. 

America, as the United States is chiefly 
called outside our own borders, has had such 
a career of fabulous success that books on the 
subject are legion. The history of this land 
is studied by experts, and the result is books 
on every phase of life in which special Amer- 
icanism shows. Biographies of leading Amer- 
icans and bibliographies of the American 
writers that are known throughout the read- 
ing world are a feature of the year. Auto- 
mobiles, Japanese, Chinese, railroads and in- 
ternational and interstate legislation are occu- 
pying much attention, and their merits, rights 
and responsibilities have produced a big liter- 
ature. Histories and works of reference are 
also undertaken with all the enthusiasm such 
works demand. 

The publishers show confidence, energy and 
good judgment; the booksellers must also 
show confidence, energy and good judgment, 
and there is no reason why the readers of 
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various localities in this broad land should 
not fall in and make the spring of 1907 a suc- 
cessful beginning of another phenomenally 
successful year for the booktrade. Certainly 
the new plan for reform adopted by the 
American Publishers’ Association will do 
much to help towards this end in the book-

H. M. UPHAM MUST NOT COMPETE 
WITH THE OLD CORNER BOOK 
STORE. 


Tue Supreme Judicial Court of Massachu- 
setts on February 28 handed down the follow- 
ing rescript in an appeal from a final decree 
of the Superior Court dismissing the plain- 
tiff’s suit, in the case of George A. Moore, of 
the Old Corner Book Store in Boston, Mass., 
to restrain H. M. Upham from competing 
with him in the book business, Upham having 
sold to Moore his interest in the business, in- 
cluding the good will: 

Let the decree of the Superior Court be reversed 
and an interlocutory decree be entered perpetually 
enjoining and restraining the defendant Upham from 
working for or holding stock in, or being otherwise 
connected, directly or indirectly with the defendant 
corporation and perpetually enjoining and restraining 
the defendant corporation from employing the de- 
fendant Upham, directly or indirectly in its business, 
or recognizing him as a stockholder therein, or as 
otherwise connected therewith, except to allow him 
to sell or assign his shares of stock or to receive 
what is or may be due in respect thereof, on the 
corporation being wound up. . 

Said interlocutory decree shall also direct the de- 
fendant Upham to account to the plaintiff for all 
damages suffered by it in ee to the matters and 
all of them covered by the bill. 

The plaintiff to recover its taxable costs from 
both defendants. ; 

This without prejudice to further relief against 
the defendant corporation. 


Judge Loring in his decision said: “It ap- 
pears from the evidence that the defendant 
Upham was employed as a clerk in the Old 
Cerner Bookstore from 1866 to 1872. In 1872 
h: became a partner and thereafter carried on 
the book trade at that store (as a partner or 
alone) until October 30, 1902, when he sold his 
interest therein to his then partner, George A. 
Moore. Moore paid Upham for his interest 
(it was a two-thirds interest) in the partner- 
ship $35,000, and by the terms of the assign- 
ment Upham sold and assigned to Moore 
(emong other things) all his interest in the 
stock in trade of the partnership ‘and all 
other assets of said firm and of the business 
heretofore conducted by said Moore and my- 
self under the name of Damrell & Upham, 
and including all my interest in the good will 
of said business.” In the following month, 
that is to say, in November, 1902, Moore or- 
ganized the plaintiff corporation and sold and 
assigned to it all his stock in trade ‘and all 
other assets, pertaining to the business now 
carried on by me, and recently carried on by 
one Upham and myself, under the name and 
style of Damrell & Upham, including the 
good will of said business.’ 

The defendant Upham then went abroad. 

n his return he was for a time engaged as 
the assistant treasurer of a milk company, and 
later in real estate and insurance business, In 


the summer of 1905 he conceived the idea of 
establishing a bookstore in Boston, primarily 
for the sale of books used in the Episcopal 
Church, and secondarily for the general trade 
of a bockstore. 

“It appears in the evidence that from the 
time that Upham became an employee of the 
Old Corner Book Store until he sold his in- 
terest to Moore in October, 1902, a period of 
some thirty-six years, a part of the business 
carried on there was the selling of books used 
in or in connection with the Episcopal Church. 
It further appears that Upham was employed 
in that department when he first came to the 
store; that from the time when he became a 
partner until he sold his interest to Moore in 
1yo2 that department of the business was un- 
der his special control and direction, with this 
qvalification: During the last three years he 
had to devote himself to the financial affairs 
of the partnership and therefore left more of 
the church department to one Wentworth, who 
at the time the defendant corporation was or- 
ganized, had been employed in that depart- 
ment of the Old Corner Book Store and its 
successor the plaintiff corporation, for ten 
years, with a short interruption. 

“The defendant Upham testified that while 
he was connected with the Old Corner Book 
Store that store was ‘the most prominent 
church depository’ in Boston. And by this 
we understand him to mean that it was the 
most prominent store in Boston for the sale 
of church books, or at any rate for the sale 
of Episcopal church books. He further testi- 
fied that the business of the new corporation 
was inter'ded to be and was a business which 
was to compete with that of the plaintiff cor- 
poration. ... 

“After conceiving the idea of setting up a 
rival bookstore the defendant Upham’s next 
move was to solicit personally and through 
some one employed by him for the purpose 
men prominent in the Episcopal Church to 
subscribe to shares in a corporation to be or- 
ganized to carry on the business he proposed 
to set up. Some of these men were admitted 
by him to have been customers of the Old 
Corner Book Store, and all of them were men 
in the Episcopal Church. He succeeded in 
getting thirty persons to subscribe to stock. 

“The result of this solicitation on the part 
of the defendant Upham was the organization 
of the defendant corporation on November 
29, 1905. The name of the corporation was 
that of the defendant Upham, to wit, ‘H. M. 
Upham Company.’ The business of the cor- 
poration is stated in the agreement of associa- 
tion to be ‘To conduct a depository for the 
Episcopal Church and to carry on a general 
book business and any other matters connected 
therewith. The corporation opened a store 
at No. 15A, Beacon Street, on Deceinber 7, 
1905. On December 23, 1905, this bill was 
filed. The suit went to a hearing on January 
to and 11, 1906, and the final decree dismiss- 
ing the bill was entered on January 15, 


“So far as appeared the only persons ein 
ployed in the store of the defendant corpora- 
tion were the defendant Upham and Went- 
worth, who already has been spoken of as 
having been employed under Upham in the

church department of the Old Corner Book 
Store. In November, 1905, he was an em- 
ployee of the plaintiff, in charge of its church 
department, and he left that employinent to 
enter into that of the defendant corpora- 
ae 

“Tt is settled in this Commonwealth that 
when a man voluntarily sells the good will 
of his business he thereby precludes himself 
fiom setting up a competing business which 
will derogate from the good will which he has 
sold. Angier v. Webber, 14 Allen, 211; 
Dwight v. Hamilton, 113 Mass. 175; Munsey 
v. Butterfield, 133 Mass. 492; Webster v. Web- 
ster, 180 Mass. 310, 315, 316; Hutchinson v. 
Nay, 187 Mass 262, 265. 

“In each case where the good will of a 
business is sold and the vendor sets up a com- 
peting business it is a question of fact wheth- 
er, having regard to the character of the busi- 
ness sold and that set up, the new business 
does or does not derogate from the grant 
made by that sale. In Bassett v. Percival, 5 
Allen, 345, and in Hoxie v. Chaney, 143 Mass. 
592, it was held that the new business did not 
derogate from the grant, while the contrary 
conclusion was come to in the cases before the 
court in Angier v. Weber, 14 Allen, 211; 
Dwight v. Hamilton, 113 Mass. 175; Munsecy 
v. Butterfield, 133 Mass. 402. 

“In the case at bar but one conclusion can 
our opinion be reached on that question of 
at 

“We are of opinion that, on the uncontra- 
dicted facts in the case at bar, if the business 
set up by the defendant corporation had been 
set up by Upham personally, it would have 
been in derogation of his grant, and that the 
plaintiff is entitled to an injunction perpetually 
restraining the defendant Upham from work- 
ing for or holding stock in or otherwise being 
connected directly or indirectly with the de- 
fendant corporation; and to have an account- 
ing as against the defendant Upham for dam- 
ages which it has suffered from his breach of 
contract. The plaintiff is also entitled to have 
the defendant corporation perpetually enjoined 
from employing directly or indirectly the de- 
fendant Upham in its business, or recognizing 
him as a stockholder therein or otherwise con- 
nected therewith except to allow him to sell 
his shares of stock or to receive what is due 
in respect thereof on the corporation being 
wound up. 

“The further rights of the plaintiff against 
the defendant corporation remain for consid- 
eration. Its counsel has taken this position in 
his brief: ‘The corporation, H. M. Upham 
Company, was a bona fide corporation, and 
not merely H. M. Upham in another form. 
It was composed of many stockholders be- 
sides Upham. It had a right to its name—at 
least so far as the present plaintiff is con- 
cerned. It had no contractual relationship of 
any kind with the plaintiff, and had not in fact 
received any transfer of any good will of 
Damrell and Upham. It is difficult to see on 
what theory it did not have the right to en- 
gage in the retail book business and to solicit 
the customers of the old firm.’ 

“We agree that as a matter of fact the de- 
sogant corporation is not Upham in another 

orm.

“We also agree that the day after Upham 
sold his good will to Moore, the persons 
(other than Upham) who now constitute the 
defendant corporation could have organized 
that corporation and opened a store for the 
sale of Episcopal church books, and, if they 
had pleased, could have opened that store in 
the building next to the Old Corner Book 
Store. 

“But the difficulty here is that the defendant 
corporation is not an independent body, and 
that it is the creation of the defendant Up- 
ham, brought into being by him in violation of 
the implied ccentract entered into by him with 
Moore in selling his good will to Moore. The 
very name which it bears is to-day and here- 
oe must remain a mark in the trade of that 
act. 

“What remedy the plaintiff is entitled to 
against the defendant corporation under the 
findings of fact which we have made has not 
been argued by counsel. It is possible that it 
never will arise. As the case must go back 
for an accounting in any event, we do not 
think it necessary to come to a decision on 
that point now.” 





ANNUAL MFETING OF THE BOOK. 
SELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


Tue twelfth annual meeting of the Book- 
sellers’ League was held at the rooms of the 
Aldine Associaticn on the evening of March 
13. After the customary love-feast the retir- 
ing president, W. G. Preston, thanked the 
League for the confidence and support given 
him during the past year, and called for the 
report of the secretary, which was as follows: 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 
To the Members of the Booksellers’ League. 


GENTLEMEN: In accordance with the consti- 
tvtion your Board of Managers submit this, 
their twelfth annual report. During the year 
closed there have been frequent and well at- 
tended meetings of your board. 

The League membership is practically the 
same this year as last, being 238 while last 
year it was 241. But the average attendance 
at dinners is greater, showing an increased 
interest. 

We regret that it will be impossibie to sub- 
mit a report of the treasurer at this time, 
owing to a recent change in the office. The 
present treasurer was elected to office on 
March 2 and has not had sufficient time to 
balance the account. 

The Employment Bureau under the faithful 
and quiet care of Mr. C. E. Bonnell continues 
to provide positions and to fill vacancies, as 1s 
shown in the report herewith: 

“During the past year there have been 43 applica- 
tions for positions and 45 applications for help. 
IFiom these $7.75 has been collected. Many appli- 
cants for positions do not come back after securing 


a place and a are too poor to give a fee for the 
services of the Bureau.” 


Seven dinners have been held and the En- 
tertainment Committee has kept up its record 
in securing entertaining speakers. We have 
listened with pleasure to such men as Dr. 
Jchn G, Coyle, F. Hopkinson Smith, Rex E. 
Beach, Charles Battell Loomis, Dillon Wal- 
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lace, J. W. Sargent, Anthony Fiala, Arthur 
C. Train, Esq., Rev. Dr. Steiner, Hon. Robert 
Watchorn, Dr. William Grenfell, Ellis Par- 
ker Butler, Captain Bradley Osborn, and 
others. Two dinners of especial interest were 
the joint dinner with the American Book- 
sellers’ Association in May, which was greatly 
enjoyed, and the Ladies’ Night in January, at 
which we once more welcomed our fair friends 
and entertained them fittingly. 

There has also been started a movement to 
create a Benevolent Fund, patterned some- 
what after that in England, and through the 
efforts of the committee appointed to take 
charge of the movement it is hoped to secure 
a nucleus the object of which is the helping 
of those bookmen who are in trouble, or who 
have grown old in the service; in fact, to use 
this fund for such worthy objects as may call 
for aid, instead of drawing upon the neces- 
sarily slender resources of the League’s treas- 
ury. For example, we feel sure that each 
member would have voted willingly to give 
Dr. Grenfell’s work a substantial token of the 
hearty support it deserves had our purse been 
as large as our heart. 

The outlook for another year is bright. 
There have been suggestions made that a glee 
club be started among the members and an 
outing association be formed; in fact, in an 
organization of this size, much more than is 
dene could be done to fraternize and get to- 
gether. 

Your Board of Managers welcome your 
suggestions and ask now, as we have in the 
past, for your help. 

Gentlemen, the Booksellers’ League is not 
an eating club. Read the constitution of the 
Booksellers’ League that was printed and 
given you a year ago. “The objects of the 
League are the cultivation of fraternal rela- 
tions between its members and the furthering | 
of the interests of their respective callings.” 

There is much undeveloped power and lat- 
ent talent in the League, and the League ex- 
pects every man to do his duty.

A gold button was presented to Charles A. 
Burkhardt for having added five new mem- 
bers to the League. 

Nominations for president for the ensuing 
year were then called for, and A. Wessels was 
nominated. Upon motion, the polls were 
closed, and Mr. Wessels was declared unan- 
imously elected. An election by ballot of six 
members of the Board of Managers foilowed, 
resulting in the choice of Charles E, Butler, 
W. G. Preston, Charles L. Bowman, F. D. 
Lacy, Cass Richardson and A. G. Seiler. 

While the ballots were being counted, the 
president called upon the guest of the even- 
ing, Mr. John R. Anderson, who has recently 
completed a half century in the book business, 
Or some reminiscences. 

Mr. Anderson said, in part: 

Mr. Buchanan had the good judgment to 
take his chair on the same day that I took a 
standing position in the book business—March 
4, 1857. To-day there are two or three prom- 
nent names in the trade that were well known 
at that time, but only one house contains ac- 
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tive members bearing those well-known 
names. Probably only a small fraction of 
these who were then in the book business are 
still living. For myself, I mean to keep right 
on, for I love the business. I would sooner be 
in the book business at half the compensation 
than in any other commercial line I know of; 
and I have never put more time into my work 
than I do to-day.” 

Mr. Anderson stated that he entered the 
business in the firm of Clark, Austin & 
Smith in Park Row, who dealt largely with 
Southern patrons. The house went under as 
a result of having all its assets in the South; 
but in time the creditors were all paid in 
full, with interest, by Mr. Clark, of the firm 
of Clark & Maynard, one of the surviving 
partners. 

“There used to be in the land the booksell- 
ing jobber,” continued Mr. Anderson, “and 
as late as thizty years ago there were perhaps 
100; to-day you can count all the jobbers in 
books on the fingers of one hand.” 

After leaving Clark, Austin & Smith, Mr. 
Anderson entered the navy and had two years’ 
service in the Gulf; during the years 1863-64 
he was with Oakley, Mason & Co., and in the 
last year of the war he was again in the navy, 
with the South Atlantic squadron, 

After the war he entered the employ of 
Baker & Pratt, the predecessors of the Baker 
& Taylor Company, where there was most ex- 
cellent training; he remained with them five 
or six years and then started in business for 
himself. This involved a good deal of travel- 
ling throughout the country, in the course of 
which he made some of the most enjoyable 
acquaintances of his life. He spoke also of 
book men who had received their first training 
under him, mentioning in particular Arthur 
Hinds, of Hinds & Noble. 

Mr. Anderson told of having at one time 
been a publisher, and mentioned with some 
pride of having published Roget’s “Thesau- 
rus.” “Latterly,” he said, “I have become a 
publisher again,” and he showed a small blue 
pamphlet containing a poem by Sam Walter 
Foss that had become popular with librarians. 
Another of Foss’s poems, “The Calf Path,” 
which he has printed in some of his circulars, 
he read aloud. 

“My business,” Mr. Anderson said, “has been 
not so considerable as enjoyable. Yet, while 
it is small, I think I am able to say that within 
the past twelve days I have taken probably 
the largest single order handled by a book- 
seller in some years, amounting to $90,000 
worth of jist.” This transaction, he explained, 
was with a library. 

In concluding he said: “I expect as long as 
I have the ability to get about to remain one 
of the brethren. I thank you for your cour- 
tesy in listening to this rambling talk.” 

At the close of Mr. Anderson’s reminis- 
cences the result of the election, as already 
noted, was announced. Mr. Wessels was then 
conducted to the president’s chair, and said: 
“T am sorry to say that my impromptu re- 
marks have been left at home. But I fully 
appreciate the honor you have conferred upon 
me this evening, and I thank you.” 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Anderson 
passed, and the meeting adjourned.

REPRINT OF AN EARLY NEW YORK 


BOOK. 


Frank C. Erp, of the Columbia University, 
has just published a reprint of “A | Letter of 
Advice|To A Young | Gentleman | Leaving 
the | UNIVERSITY | Concerning his Beha- 
vicur | and Conversation in the! World,” by 
the Rev. Dr. Richard Lingard, of Dublin, re- 
printed by William Bradford in New York in 
1696. Mr. Erb in an interesting introduction 
says: “Since it is clear that the Laws [of the 
Colony of New York, 16093-1604] were pub- 
lished in the form of sheets or leaflets, and 
since there is doubt as to the place and time 
of publication of Keith’s book, [“Truth Ad- 
vanced in the Correction of many Gross and 
Hurtful Errors,” 1694?] and since the AI- 
manac, [edited by Daniel Leeds, and pub- 
lished in 16094,] would not be considered a 
book, it seems altogether probable that the 
first book printed in New York was ‘A Letter 
of Advice to a Young Gentleman Leaving the 
University.’” Dr. Lingard’s admirable treat- 
ise is of sufficient importance to deserve re- 
printing and careful study, for that matter, by 
those to whom it is addressed. But anti- 
quarians and bibliographers have long ago 
disputed its claim to being the first book 
printed by Bradford in New York. Admit- 
ting for the sake of argument that the Laws 
and Leeds’s Almanac are not books in the re- 
stricted sense of the word and that the place 
and time of Keith’s kook is in doubt, there 
exists a book, (a ccpy of which is now in the 
Public Record Office in London,) which, ac- 
cording to recognized authorities, among them 


the late Dr. George H. Moore, may indisput- 


ably claim to have been the first printed book 


of any kind printed in New York by William 
Bradford. The work referred to was printed 
in 1693, and is “A | Journal | of the | Late Ac- 
ticns | of the| French at Canada | with | The 
Manner of. their being, Repuls’d by | His Ex- 
cellency, Benjamin Fletcher, Their | Majesties 
Gcvernour of New York,|Impartially Re- 
lated by Coll.

“Typographie Neo-Eboracensis Primite.”

LONGFELLOW FIRST EDITIONS. 


Beyond the Sea,” one of which, in original 


in existence from the fact that both parts 
were originally purchased by the same owner 
just as published, and have the date of acqui- 
sition of each inscribed by him, 1834 and 1835. 
A copy of “Outre-Mer” in its original form 
cost William Harris Arnold $60 at private 
sale in 1806. The two parts are perfect 
and spotless, No, 1 being in the original 
marbled paper covers, entirely uncut, and 
No. 2 in light blue wrappers, side and 
bottom edges uncut. This copy, which, 
however, cennot be considered a companion 
set to Maier’s unique copy, because the parts 
were originally procured from different 
sources, was sold in January, 1901, to the late 
Mr. Chamberlain for $310. A few other copies 
of the series are owned by bibliophiles and 
libraries in New York City, some partly cut, 
seme in modern bindings. 

Of “Poems on Slavery,” Cambridge, 1842, 
according to a recent article in the New 
York Sun, one of the rare Longfellow books, 
there are three copies. One of the three, a 
fine example, in the original yellow glazed 
peper covers, uncut, was formerly in the 
library of James Russell Lowell, and bears 
this dated signature on the front cover: 
“J. R. Lowell, Dec’r 15, 1842.” Lowell used 
this copy in preparing a review of the 
ae In 1903 it brought $205 at a Boston 
sale, 

There are fine copies extant of “Ballads, 
and Other Poems,” and “The Spanish Stu- 
dent,” Cambridge, 1842 and 1843; of the 
“Poets and Poetry of Europe” and “The 
Waif,” (both 1845, edited by Longfeliow, ) 
and of “Evangeline,” Boston, 1847. The Ar- 
nold copy of the poem, in the original boards, 
uncut, with the paper label, brought $91 in 
1901, and Frederick Locker-Lampson’s equally 
fine copy was priced at $175 last March. The 
first issue of the first edition of “Evangeline” 
is identified by a curious typographical error, 
the letters “ng” having been omitted from the 
word “Long” at the top of page 61. This 
error, however, also seems to have occurred in 
the greater part of the second edition previous 
to its discovery, 

“Noel,” Cambridge, 1864, is also one of the 
scarce Longfellow items. Only a few copies 
of this poem, written by the poet in French, 
were privately printed by the author for dis- 
tribution among friends. A curious Long- 
fellow rarity is the first separate reprint of 
“Excelsior,” published in New York City in 
1872 by the Excelsior Life Insurance Com- 
pany. A much rarer item is the original is- 
sue of the poem “From My Armchair to the 
Children of Cambridge, Who Presented to 
me on My Seventy-second Birthday, Feb- 
ruary 27, 1879, This Chair, Made From the 
ae of the Village Blacksmith’s Chestnut

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Or the many Longfellow collections now in 
existence, the three finest are owned in New 
York City, these being the collections of S.

This resulted 
in the recovery of thirty-six of the missing 
volumes worth 100,000 francs. These bocks 
were brought in by the widow of a govern- 
ment architect named Thomas, who had ab- 
stracted them while Curator of the Grand 
Palace. The search for the remainder of the 
missing property is being continued. °

REPRINTING OBSOLETE EDITIONS IN 
ENGLAND. 


CoMMENTING on a letter of John Ruskin 
Severn, the editor of the Saturday Review, 
of London, says: “It may be useful here to 
give the question about Ruskin’s works put 
to the Government and Mr. Lloyd-George’s 
reply. Mr. Beckett asked the First Lord of 
the Treasury whether his attention had been 
drawn to the fact that ‘early and defective 
editions of Ruskin’s books, discarded by Rus- 
kin himself, were now being reprinted by sev- 
eral firms of London publishers and offered 
for sale in Great Britain and in the colonies; 
and whether, as the reprinting of misleading 
and obsolete editions of important ethical and 
scientific works, such as those of Ruskin and 
Darwin, was becoming so prevalent, he would 
introduce a bill amending the law of copy- 
right with a view to check this evil.’ Mr. 
Lloyd-George (who replied) said: ‘I am un- 
able at present to make any promise as to the 
early introduction of copyright legislation, but 
when this can be undertaken the question of 
finding a remedy for the evil referred to shall 
not be overlooked.’ ” 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


MADAME BLAnc-BENn7Tzon, the clever French 
woman who did a great deal to introduce 
English and American writings to French 
readers, has just died at the age of sixty- 
seven, 


ProFessor JoHN Krom Rees, who held the 
chair of astronomy in Columbia University 
for twenty-two years and was director of the 
observatory at that institution, died on March 
9, at Summit, N. J. Born in New York City 
October 27, 1851, Professor Rees was grad- 
uated from Columbia in 1872, and from its 


School of Mines in 1875, after which he filled 
the chair in mathematics and astronomy in 
Washington University, at St. Louis. He re- 
turned to his alma mater in 1881 to teach 
practical astronomy and geodesy, and became 
prefessor of these subjects in 1884. His pub- 
lished works are “Report on the Solar Eclipse 
of July 28, 1878,” “International Time System 
and Steidard Time,” “Variation of Latitude 
and Constant Aberration,” and “Index of 
Rutherfurd’s Photographs of Sun, Moon and 
Stars.”

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Chestnuts Open When Frost Comes 


H’Y= you seen the ad. of G. & C. Merriam Co. headed “ The 

Publisher’s Claims Sustained ?” No? Well they are running 
one with that heading—containing a so-called endorsement for their 
dictionary from some judges of the Court of Claims. 














Their ad. is not a violation of the decree against the Merriam Co. You understand that the U. S. 
Circuit Court found that they have not the exclusive right to the name ‘‘ Webster”’ in the title of 
dictionaries. Their ad. at this time is apparently more of an attempt to throw dust in people’s eyes as to 
this recent decision of the U. S. Circuit Court against them than anything else, and I should call it merely a 
prevarication. 

The personnel of the judges of the Court of Claims is not, and has not been for years, what it was when 
they secured the endorsement which they now publish. I have taken pains to look this matter up, and I find 
that the Court has not been so made up since May sth, 1902. It was made up of the five judges they give 
the names of from January, 1897, to May, 1902, so that sometime during those five years their endorsement 
was procured. 

Judge Howry was appointed January 28th, 1897, and he, together with Judges Nott, Weldon, Davis and 
Peelle, constituted the Court until Davis’ death May sth, 1902. 

In the first place the use of the language ‘‘ The publisher’s claims sustained ”’ and *‘ Court of Claims” is 
evidently intended to convey the impression tnat that Court deals with the claims of various people, that is, 
with the pretensions which they make relating to what they have to sell, whereas it is well known that the 
Court of Claims is one whose jurisdiction covers claims arising from contracts with 
the U.S. Gov’t, French spoliation claims, etc., etc., and ithas nothing to do with 
Merriam’s **‘ claims’? or their dictionaries. 

The ad. must have been written at least five, and possibly ten, years ago because the endorsement may 
have been obtained just after Judge Howry was appointed in January, 1897. In fact the language of the 
ad. would imply that it was written soon after the International was published, because it speaks about the 
dictionary ‘‘as it now stands, having been thoroughly re-edited in every detail,’’ whereas it has not been 
‘thoroughly re-edited ’’ since 1890. 

The ad. is a pitiful attempt, when they are defeated by the Court's decision in this year of our Lord, 
1907, to convey an impression by juggling with words, that seme court has sustained their ‘ claims,"’ 
whereas the language of the endorsement simply says that what the Meiriams saw fit to say in praise of their 
dictionary was, for some reason or other, years ago accepted by these judges as a statement of the 
dictionary’s merit. 

I am not quite certain, but it is my impression that not one of the men whose names are signed to this 
endorsement is now living, or at least, if he is, he is mot now ene of the Judges of the Court 
of Claims. . 

I could, I presume, get the endorsement of the judges of the Municipal Court of Kalamazoo, (if there 
is such a court,) and ‘publish it with the heading, ‘‘All the Court’s judges declare Ogilvie’s Webster’s 
Dictionary to be infinitely better than any other dictionary.”” That would be the same sort of 
‘*brag’’ which the ad. in question is. It would be exceedingly cheap advertising, but no less so than the 
Merriams’ ad. 

1 think that the Merriam Co. ad. gives me the best chance in the world to make the Merriams alaughing 
stock, if I saw fit, but I don’t. I’m too sorry for them. 

Which is better, the judicial opinion and injunction of A LIVE JUDGE IN 1907, (Hon. LeBaron B. 
Colt,) of the United States Circuit Court, or the perfunctory “‘ puff” of five judges now dead, given ten 
years or so ago, and furnished under circumstances and for reasons which are not disclosed ? 

By the way, would any judge, trained to care and accuracy of expression, himself write that a book was 
“the source of constant reference?’’ Yet that language is contained in the endorsement of the Court of 
Claims judges. 

The “ puff ’’ bears internal evidencé of having been prepared in the summer in Arizona, or the engine 
room of a boiler factory—where the air is always hot—by interested parties and then signed with little 
consideration. 


It must be apparent why this ad. is headed “ Chestnuts Open When Frost Comes.” 
The frost was the opinion and decree of the United States Circuit Court against 
G. & C. Merriam Co. The “chestnut ” endorsements follow as a natural result.
